Ruser's parlc is situnted one mile sputh-
wost of Leavenwortl strect and the Schuetz-
enverein's range is one of the most conven-
fent and complets in the western country.
The cluby has leased its grounds of Henry
Ruser for a period of five years, and ex-
nended something like 1500 in Attiog them

up. Thoe maximum range is 200 yards, with
ten  targets  perfectly arcangod  under
an  ingeniously coustructed  shedding,
with  drop doors, to protect  the

targets from the wenther, pulleys, electrical
applinuces, wind gauges, flugs, and, 1n taot,
everything that appertuing  to & finished nu-
tional range.

The shooting manse, n commodious, open,
ary structure, is located directly south of
the turpet stand, and has been fitted up with
the bost possible fucilivies for the protection
and convenience of the marksmoen,

There ure ten shooting stalls, or one for
ench turget, conoected with each othor by
means of electrical nonanciatlors, tho rosult
of ench man's shot beiny acourately con
voved to bim and the oMelnl scorers, oven
belore the report of the Winchester hins died
wwoy.

There are nlao adjoinlag each stall, rifle
racks uud shell boxos, and  other  appliaices
calenlated to wecelerate the conlests,

The markers occupy positions in pits flve
feet or more below cacn target., rondering
aocidents nexi to impossible, teciuse no one
ts visible nuout the targets during tne alivot-
ne.

The murkers ivdleate by flagming when o
target hos been shot at and it s immedintely
replocod by another target, caoch  marksmon
shoottung at his own indivional  target
thronghoul the contest.  The dungor lines
are pluinly defined, and absolute obsorvition
of the rules snd regulations of the rauge nre
enforced during the progress of the competi-
tion,

in an unsafe eondition and it will be ordered
torn down,  This action it is said was forcod
upon these officizls by eomplaining citizens
who, it seoms, lang ago discovered signs ot
weaknoss in the bullding snd prodicted a se-
rious calnmity nt some unexpectod moment
unless stops were tukon to provent i,

These examiners, s0 the story runs, will
malke their report to the council next Mon-
day wight and the prospects are that there
will be a lively contest

The compuny s offteinla will be on hand to
oppose any netion loopking to a destruction of
the depot, mainly on the ground that this
movemaent for its condemnation was innugur-
ated by parties  animated by projudies
ngainst thewr building o union depot such as
is proposcd  in the plans which have bLeen
submitted, The commissioners' report,
nevertheless, will stwow that many of tho
bolts and roda in the roof have been eaten
away LY rust and are loosn, thus leaving the
network of heavy tvon gieders, braces, up-
rights, ele, o a very shaky condition.
